Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1-6 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention patented in the combination of Pat. No. 6,100,995, 
4,916,333. The improvement features include at least one line from the address 
bus line and the data bus line is associated with an additional line for conveying 
bits that are complimentary to the bits conveyed over the at least one line.
